Daniel 
Walker has returned to the 
legislature on amendatory veto 
a bill which would establish the 
‘open space land acquisition act 
to assure open, recreational 
areas through the state. 

A bill appropriating $3.7 
million to implement the act has 
already been signed by the 
governor. 

In returning the bill to the 
legislature, the governor gave 
praise to its basic aim of 
providing state assistance to 
wishing to 
acquire space nearby for local 
use but indiceted the bill's 
language should be modified to 
be sure it achieves the ob- 
Jectives.
